Protest Against War Threats 


DANZIG, Aug, 10 (Reuter) —"We

past,” declared Herr Foerster when 
addressing a mans demonstration here 
to-day, : . 

Herr Foerster sald that forelgn 
journalists had ossumed that the 
Nazis wanted to launch c fresh sen- 
sation, but the position was too seri- 
oua for sensations. 

“It would be more pleasing for us 
not to have to hold protest demons- 
tratlons, but Pollsh war threats and 
provocative speeches and articles, 
force us to do so. As official circles 
in Poland are taking part in these 
war threats, we arc compelled to 
express our views clearly.” 

Herr Foerster declared that Poland 
was trying more and more to increase 
the hatred of Germany, and Poland 
wanted to take the whole of East 
Prussian and smash Germany in a 
bloody war. 

“Ect Poland take the following 
polnts to heart,” declared Herr Foer- 
ster: Pat . 

“At A Given Timc—" 


"War threats, however, challenging, 
will arouso in Danzig no sign of fear, 
wo Nazis have secn to it that the 
peoplo of Danzig don’t lose thelr 
nerves in this timo of tension, because 
provious expericnce has given them 
confidence that at a given time, Nazt 
leadership will do the right thing; 
we have done ‘everything to protect 
Danzig against a surpriso atlack, or 
n coup d’ctat, and to answer accord- 
ingly; Iet Poland be quite clear that 
Danzig dees not stand alone abandon- 
cd tn the world, but that the great 
German Relch and leader, Herr Hit- 


ler, will stand at our side in the event|- 


of an attack from Poland.” 

Yerr Foerster declared that Danzig 
wag not English, it was not French 
and it was not Polish. If anyone had 
the right to be uncasy about 4he 
future of Danzig, it was Danzijers 
themselves, Danzig always had been 
a German, city. 


Hour Of Liberation Will Como 


"Danzig's population fully realises, 
and firmly believes that the hour of 
liberation will come and Danzig will 
return to the Reich. Danzigers lool 
with special love and reverence to 
Herr Hitler, who, they are convinced, 
will fulfil their desire to return to the 
Reich and give them back their self- 
determination which was denied them 
in 1919. : 

“In this solemn hour, I believe that 
we cannot’do better than to promise 
to remain -united, no matter what 
may happen, and that we shall ward 
of” resolutely every attack on the 
sacred German soil with the forces 
.nt our disposal, and carry out every 
order given .by..our..Jeader, Herr 
Hitler, . :

The 
Nazis deny that any such movements 
are taking: place, but past experience 
justifies rejection of any assurances 
from that quarter. . 

By whatever means the German 
Governinent, secks to obtain a grip 
on the city—-and that is patently 
the Fuhrer’s predominant purpose at 
the moment—it is clear that that 
would mean a strangle-hold on Po- 
land, A position would be created 
which she could not tolerate if she 
valued her continued independence. 

Danzig is u special case, to which 
arguments of  self-determination, 
which Herr Hitler ikes_to introduce 
when they suit his purpose, do not 
upply, The Polish corridor may be 
an artificial arrangement, but it and 
the Danzig outlet to the world are 
deemed essential to -the well-belng 
of the Polish State, just as Polish 
trade is essential to the well-being of 
Danzig. The British ond French 
guarantees imply a continuance of 
the present status, and any scheme 
to impair it, however ingenious or 
oblique that scheme may be, is bound 
to be resisted. 

On Poland will rest the respon- 
sibility of deciding when, If at all, 
it is necessary to intervene. Then 
her allics would go automatically to 
her ald. The Fuhrer must now see 
this clearly. With his desire to 
dominate he combines a large mea- 
sure of caution, and he should know 
that this tlme there can be no Berch- 
tesqaden, Godesberg or Munich, 

Democratic statesmen have learned 
a great deat about Nazi methods and 
purposes since then, and are well 
aware that further concessions to 
force are unthinkable.

HE word “propaganda” has an 
evil odoyr, because it fs ‘general- 
ly understood to meun the dissemina- 
tlon of falschoods Intended to mis- 
lead an enemy or to corrupt persons 
who might otherwise remain neutral 
or become opponents. In almost 
every ‘speech recorded in this news- 
paper In which propaganda is men- 
toned, it is in this evil sense, os an 
inventlon of the Father of Lies. 
. It ts pointed out, however, that 
propogands, to be effective, must be 
something more, something: better 
than organised lying. It must have 
a gospel, a constructive Idea to ad- 
vance. The  misslonary preaching 
Christlanity docs not hope to succee 
only by running down the religions 
or, devil worships against which he 
is contending, It is mecessary for 
anyone who Intends to employ pro- 
ayanda that he have first a well- 
haught-out* policy, and, secondly, 
adhere to it in his actions. :

That is the bricf outline of. the 
tragic life of the man whose name 
should be as well known to-day as 
that of Edison. And who has heard 
of it? 

The first cinema “ audience " in 
this world was a policeman—aon 
astonished und suspicious police- 
man who was dragged off his beat 
in Holborn, on oa day Just before 
the invention was patented, into 
Number Twenty, Brook-strect. 
There an elated 34-year-old man— 
Friese .Greene—amazed him by 
showing him moving pictures of 
people walking about at Hyde Park 
Corner} 7 

The first display of this inven- 
tion was given to the Photographic 
Convention at Chester In 1890, and

everywhere the. Inventor went he 
was congratulated, But his atten~ 
tion to the sclentlfic’ side of his 
work had caused him to neglect 
the commercial qnele. 

And he was sent to Brixton 
Prison for debt. All his effects 
were sold up, including — his 
apparatus. He was s0 disheartened 
that it was 1892 before he could 
find courage. to make a fresh start. 


You will find no mention of 
Friese Greene in the section deal- 
ing with ttre development of tho 
film in the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica. It slmply tells you that in 
August, 1889, m2 man called East- 
man began making strip film 
which Edison heard about, 

It was just what he needed to 
continue the Englishman's work. 


For remember Grecne’s patent was. 


filed in June of that year, 

Says the Encyclopmdia (did you 
know that ft ts mainly an Ameri- 
can production?): “The demon- 
stration of the Edison kinetoscope 
at West Orange, N.J., on October 6, 
1889, with a strip of Eastman film 
made the motion picture an ac- 
complished fact.” 7 

It continues, a ttle later, to say 
that in 1894 several machines were 
exported: “From these machincs 
the English and European develop- 
ment of ‘the motion picture 
sprang.” And then adds, unkindly. 
that “Edison's invention was not 
protected by patents abroad.” 

Probably the biggest debt that 
the industry owes to Frieso Greene 
was the invention of the little 
holes in the film. They, more than 
anything else. made the moving 
Picture possible, for they provide 
the positive movement of the strip 
of pictures before the projection 
apparatus. 

It ts safe. to assume that if the 
Englishman had not been sent to 
Joil, and had he had sufficient 
funds to allow him to commercial- 
iso his apparatus, protected by 
world patents, he would have made 
this country the home of the {n+

atthe St. Francis Hotel. Japan rea- 
lised the importance of securny this 
‘woodwill and co-operation long be- 
fore she launched her campaljm tn 
China and she had never cessed 
vigorous pursult of it, he declared. 

Mr, Hoover began his talk, which 
was entitled “Chinese Moslems in 
the. Present War", by brlefly tracing 
the background of Moslem history in 
China, He sald that although records 
showed that Moslems were meritlon- 
ed about the cighth century but they 
had actually been In China long be- 
fore that, 


backs In the time of Christ. And in 
the sixth century,-Moslems: had in 
fact helped the Chinese Government 
to put down a rebellion, 

This good work earned for them 
the gratitude of the authorities 
who permitted “them to settle In 
China and marry Chinese wives. 
Through the centuries that followed 
others came as scholars and advisers. 
Above all, they became preitt ‘fighters 
and horsemen and in the course of 
time produced some great generals 
among the Mongols. 

After tracing the vicissitudes in 
their history, In which they were 

highly favoured and 
severely persecuted, Mr. 
Hoover sald that until quite recent 
times the Moslems of China had 
living under a prreat feeling of

In splte of all this trouble, the 
conununily grew steadily, until to- 
day, the ° Moslems themselves 
estimated their numbers in China to 


be ckout 50,000.000. It was strange,}. 


they had never at- 
{empted oan active compniyn ‘of 
evangalsation, But by indirect 
means—in thelr great reputation for 
charity and mutual aid—they won a 
wreat many converts, 

Politically, the Moslems had been 
fishting a long battle for greater re- 
cognition and opportunity and it was 
only in recent years that~ they had 
begun to feel that they were begin- 
ning to be identified with China. 

The Japanese appreciated — this 
background of discontent among the 
Moslems of China and long before 
«they embarked upon the China 
campaipn, they sent scholars to 
North China who introduced them- 
selves as Japianese 
after the occupation of Manchuria, 
they stimulated na group of Moslems 
there and formed a Mohammedan 
Federation, In 1937-38 the Japan- 
ese opened two great mosques in 
Tokyo and Kobe. They paid the 
fares for Moslem representatives 
from all over the world to attend a 
great ceremony in Japan. Delegates 
from fourteen countries were pre- 
sent.

he died in 1921, went to jall for 
debt because he had not the com- 
mercial instincts of Edison and 
those who were behind him.” 

Grecne had not even the jnoney 
to obtain an extension of his 
patent, so {t became a gift to the 
world when it Inpsed, and the in- 
ventor saw others making money 
of which he could not touch a 
penny. 

Then, after the war, the British 
film trade, at least, recognised that 
Greene was the man who had made 
their living possible, A banquct 
was given at the Connaught 
Rooms to which he was invited.

That ts the brief outline of the 
tragic Ife of the man whose name 
should be as well known to-day as 
that of Edison, And who has heard 
of it? : 

The first cinema “audience ” in 
this world was a policeman—an 
astonished and suspicious police- 
man who was dragged off his beat 
in Holborn, on o day just before 
the invention wes patented, into 
Number Twenty, Brook-street. 
There an elated 34-year-old man— 
Friese Greene—amazed him by 
showing him moving pictures of 
people walking about at Hyde Park 
Corner! 

The first display of this inven- 
tion was given to the Photographic 
Convention at Chester in 1890, and 


for 


everywhere the inventor went he 
was congratulated. But his atten- 
tion to the scientific side of ls 
work had caused him to neglect 
the commercia! angie. 

And he was sent to Brixton 
Prison for debt. Ali his effects 
were .sold up, Ineluding his 
apparatus. He was so disheartened 
that it was 1892 before he “could 
find courage to make a fresh start. 


* 


You will find no mention of 
Friese Greene Jn the section deal- 
ing with the development of the 
fllm in the Encycloprdla Britan- 
nica. It simply tells you that in 
August, 1889, a man called East- 
man began making .strip film 
which Edison heard about. 

It was Just what he needed to 
continue the Englishman’s work. 
For remember Greene's patent was 
Mled in June of that year. 

Says the Encyclopmdia (did you 
know that it is mainly an Ameri- 
ean production?): “The. demon- 
stration of the Edison kinetoscope 
at West Orange, NJ., on October 6, 
1889, witha strip of Eastman flm 
made the motion picture an ac- 
complished fact." 

It continues, a little later, to say 
that in 1894 several machines were 
exported: “From these machines 
the English and Buropcan develop- 
ment of the motion picture 
sprang.” And then adds, unkindly. 
that “ Edison’s inventlon was not 
Protected by patents abrond.” | 

Probably the biggest debt that- 
the industry owes to Friese Greene 
was the invention of the little 
holes in the film. They, more than 
anything else. made the moving 
picture possible, for they provide 
the positive movement of the strip 
of pictures before the projection 
appnratus. 

It is safe to assume that if the 
Englishman had not been sent to 
jail, and hod he had suffcient 
funds to allow him to commercials 
ise his apparatus, protccted. by 
world patents y 
this country the home of the In- 
dustry ond a huge fortune for him- 
self, But, being English, he 
muddled through. as 

. * 

Now we come to an odd fact. 
Despite the efforts of Hollywood to 
ignore him, of hisridiculous treat- 
ment by the editors of the Ency- 
clopsedia, ‘oMelally .America re- 
gards him as the inyentor of the 
film. For in 1910 he went to the 
States as a witness in a case before 
the United States Circult Court. - 

The Court ruled that the patent 
of W. Friese Greene, No. 10131, of 
Juno 21, 1889, was the master 
patent of the world for clnemato- 
graphy, thus rendering subsequent 
patents taken out by T. A. Edison 
in 1903 for a aimilar process null 
and vojd. 

The ! orlginal inventions and 
patenté taken out by Greone must 
fill a goodly space in the Patents 
OMice, Beside the orlginnl patent

In England caddies are under no 
legal obligation _to go out with a 
player, but in most clubs the penalty 
for refusal is dismissal. : 


At Addington Golf Club the secre- 
tary, Captain’ H. M. Hepel, said: 
"“Cnddies who refuse a job are turn- 
ed mway from the club. That is the 
only waz discipline can be enforced. 
They must go ‘out in every sort of 
weather. Every caddie. knows that 
Is expected of him.” 


--Mr, J.-L, Rawlinsen,: secrelary -of 
the Wentworth Golf Club, Virginla 
Water, told me: “My experience is 
that caddies do not mind going out

Herr Foerster’s ‘apeech is 
therefore considered to bo the 
opening gun for a campaign 
which will, gradually gather 
momentum in the next few 
weeks and probably come to a 
climax with Hitler’s speech at 
Tannenberg on August 27 or at 
the Nuremburg rally in Septem- 

ur. 

To-morrow's mecting of the Italian 
and German foreiin = ministers at 
Salzburg is considered to be an at- 
tempt to fix Italy's role in’ the 
campaign, 


‘Necd Italian Support 


The British people are convinced 
that the Italian people, and probably 
Mussolini himself, do not want to 
become involved in a war over 
Danzig. Therefore, they suspect 
Germany orranged the Salzburg, 

necting, to secure a promise of in- 
creased support from Italy. 

Although it is expected here that a 
resounding coinmunique will be 
issued at Salzburg, ft {s doubted 
whether Italy will go much beyond 
pledges of vocal support, such as IL 
Dice gavo Hitler during the Sudeten 
crisis. While tho Danzig crisis per- 
sists the British will try to keep their 
hands free in the Far East, They are 
apparently not worried by the new 
attempt of the Jananese army to 
link up with the Axis, because they 
believe It is unlikely to succeed, and 
unlikely to change the fundamental 
situation in any event. 

Despite the Japunese Army's pres- 
sure for a speedy British reply to the 
Japanese demands no new instruc 
tions have been sent to the British 
Ambassador in Tokyo.

Tt js this dabbling of his that fs 
troubling a good muny people in 
Brituin to-day, for it was 50 years 
ago, that the master patent for the 
world of cinematography was filed, 
and it was not Edison who fled It. 


But that fact docs not matter to 
Americans, To celebratg the golden 
Jubilee of films, Holiywood ts plan- 
ning an eple which will tell the 


- history of the- cinema. -And old 


man Edison will be -cast as the 
Father of the Film. 

This ts very unkind of Holly- 
wood, for the man who filed the 
patent, and the man who did all 
the ground work, and was followed 
by Mr, Edison and others? was W. 
Friese Greene, a thorough Engllsh- 
man, who was born at Bristol in 


1855, 

It 1s odd that Hollywood 1s 
ignoring him, for if ever a man 
had a life story that was worth 
Nimihg, it was Friese Greene, It is 
not in easy success that you find 
the most human stories, but in the 
trials and adversitics that men 
have to mect and overcome.

he died In 1921, went to jail for 
debt because he had not the com- 
mercial instincts of Edison and

Greene had not even the money 
to obtain an extension of his 
patent, so it became a gift to the 
world when it lapsed, and the in- 
ventor saw others making money 
of which he could not touch a 
penny, 

Then, after the war, the British 
film trade, at least, recognised that 
Greene was the man who had made 
thelr Ilving possible. A banquet 
was given at the Connaught 
Rooms to which he was Invited. 
In the middle of a speech, and 
nt a time when there was o 
Possibility of his nt last making a 
commercial success of his Ife, he 
sat down in his chair and was dead 
before ald could be brought.

That is the bricf outline of the 
tragic life of the man whose name 
should be as well known to-day as 
rahe Edison, And who has heard 
of it : 

The first cinema “ audicnce ” In 
this world was a policeman—an 
astonished and suspicious police- 
man who was dragged off his beat 
in Holborn, on a day just before 
the invention was patented, into 
Number Twenty, Brookestrect. 
There an elated 34-year-old man— 
Friese Greenc—amazed him by 


‘showlng him moving pictures of 


people walking about at Hyde Park 
Corner! .. 

The first display of this inven- 
tion was given to the Photographic 
Convention at Chester In 1890, and 


conecl his order immodiately—he’ll have 
.to wait ‘his turn.” a

everywhere the Inventor went he 
Was congratulated. But his atten- 
tion to the sclentific side of his 
work had caused him to neglect 
the commercial angic. 

And he was sent to Brixton 
Prison for debt. All his effects 
were sold up, Including his 
apparatus.. He was so disheartened 
that !t was 1892 before he could 
find courage to make a fresh start.

__ You will find no mention of 
Friese Greene in the section deal- 
ing with the development of the 
film in the Encyclopiedia Britan- 
nica, It stmply tells you that in 
August, 1889, a man called East- 
man began making strip Alm 
which Edison heard about, ; 

It was. just what he needed to 
continue the Englishman's work. 
For remember Greene's patent was 
filed in June of that year. 

Says tho Encyclopredia (did you 
know that it 1s mainly an Ameri- 


can~ production?): “ The ‘demon-- 


stration of the Edison kinetoscope 
at West Orange, N.J., on October 6, 
1889, with a strip of Eastman film 
made the motion picture an ac- 
complished fact.” 

It continues, n Nttle later, to say 
that in 1804 several machines were 
exported: “From these machines 
the English and European develop- 
ment of the motion picture 
Sprang.” And then adds, unkindly. 
that “Edison's inventlon was not 
Protected by patents abroad.” 


Probably the biggest debt that 


the Industry owes to Fricse Greene 
was the invention of the lIittie 
holes In the film. They, mote than 
anything clse. made the moving 
pleture possible, for they provide 
the positive movement of the strip 
of pictures before the projection 
apparatus, © oe 

It 1s safe to assume that if the 
Englishman hod not been sent to 
Jail, and had he hed sufficient 
funds to allow him to commercial- 
ise his apparatus, protected by 
world patents, he would have made 
this ‘country the home of the in- 
dustry ond a huge fortune for-him- 
self. But, being English, he 
muddled through. cane?

Now we come to an odd fact.- 


Despite the efforts of Hollywood to 
Ignoro him, of his ridiculous treat- 
Ment by the editors of the Ency- 
clopredia, oMclally Amarica ro- 
gards him as the inventor of the 
film. For in'1910 he went to the 
States as a witness in a case before 
the United States Circult Court. 
The Court ruled that the patent 
of. W. Friese Greene, No, 10131, of 
June’ 21, 1889, was the master
